A study of the British and Jap- 
anese proposals has created the 
belief among the American dele- 
gates that it would be easier to 
arrive at an agreement on the bas- 
is of the Japanese suggestions than 
on those of the British. 

In a statement to the Asso- 


ciated Press, Admiral Saito ex- 
plained the plan of his countr?

In this way, he 
pointed out, American cruiser pow- 
er could be raised to meet require- 
ments. 

As for Japan, he said, she de- 
sired to maintain her strength in 
cruisers and wanted submarines 
without limit purely for the de- 
fense of her extensive coastlines. 

As evidence of the confusion in 
the air concerning the exact mean- 
ing of the various projects, Admir- 
al Field of the British delegation 
told the press representatives that 
the Japanese plan would give the 
United States only 15 cruisers, as 
against 29 for Japan and 61 for 
Great Britain. Thus the British 
admiralty, as represented at Ge- 
neva, seems to be unaware of the 
intent of the Japanese plan to al-

AKE 1 can of salmon, % a 
T small onion, 1 scant table- 

spoonful of vinegar, % a 
red pepper cut into very thin 
slices, %-oz. of gelatine, % cup 
of cold water, 2 or 8 hard- 
boiled eggs, and salt and cay- 
enne pepper to taste. Drain the 
liquor from the salmon and to 
this liquor add the vinegar and 
onion cut fine.
